PUBLIC  INPUT  REQUESTED  ON  SALE  OF  IOWA  STATEHOOD  CENTENNIAL 
COMMEMORATIVE  HALF  DOLLARS 

State  Treasurer  Michael  Fitzgerald,  member  of  the  Iowa  Centennial 
Memorial  Foundation  Coin  Committee,  announced  today  its  request  for 
assistance  and  advice  from  the  public  and  coin  authorities  in 
marketing  and  selling  500  Iowa  statehood  centennial  commemorative 
half  dollars. 

The  half  dollars,  owned  by  the  Iowa  Centennial  Memorial  Foundation 
( ICMF) ,  were  found  to  be  in  mint  condition  during  a  June 
inspection.  They  are  earmarked  to  be  sold  to  aid  the  state  in 
financing  its  150th  birthday  celebration  in  1996,  the 
sesquicentennial . 

The  Centennial  Coin  Committee,  comprised  of  former  Iowa  governor 
Norman  Erbe,  chair;  noted  Iowa  historian  George  Mills,  and 
Treasurer  Fitzgerald,  were  appointed  to  the  coin  committee  at  the 
ICMF ' s  August,  1990  annual  meeting  and  also  serve  as  ICMF  members. 

'The  committee's  purpose  is  to  formulate  recommendations  for  the 
ICMF  as  to  when/how  the  centennial  half  dollars  are  to  be  sold*  We 
want  to  get  the  public's  input,  as  well  as  maximize  the  profits," 
Fitzgerald  added.  "We  wish  to  generate  as  many  funds  as  possible 
for  the  sesquicentennial  celebration." 


One  thousand  Iowa  half  dollars  have  been  preserved  since  1948.  Five 
hundred  will  be  sold  before  the  state's  sesquicentennial 
celebration  in  1996,  and  the  remaining  five  hundred  will  be  sold 
for  Iowa's  bicentennial  in  2046.  The  originals  sold  for  $2.50  and 
$3.00  each  in  1946-47.  It  is  estimated  these  500  could  sell  for 
more  than  $500.
